Health and Safety Committee 
Will Take up Commissioners’ 
Suggestion 


A recommendation from the city 
commissioners that in cases of re-sub- 
division of property there should be 
definite ‘sizes epeciified for lots, was 
reterred to the committee on safety 
and health for investigation and re- 
pork. 

The commissioners’ report on the 
matters read as follows: 

“Numerous applications for re-sub- 
division are continually brought be- 
fore the commissioners, and jt would 
“appear desirable that some definite 
policy be determined upon with re- 
gard to the minimum area of the lots 
affected The city engine has sug- 
gested that a minimum area of four 
thousand square feet be estabished, 


and a minimum (frontage of thirty- 
three feet. It is specified in the bulild- 
ing byaw that there shall be three 


clear feet between the wall of the 
building and the property line, and if 
a twenty-five foot building ds erected 
on a thirty-three foot lot, there will 
only be two feet over the minimum 
requirements.”
